Are Against Peace

tory which is now within his grasp 
and that the next offensive movement 
of the Japanese will carry them with-

General Opinion 


Pekin, June 14.—In the German and 


other circles here the prospects of 
peace between Japan, and Russia is. 
considered as remote.

my before considering a peace propo- 
sition. 


Start Advance 


Gunshu Pass, June 14.—The Japa- 


nese have forced the advance posts 
of the Russian left beyond the Koche 
river and are occupying the heights 
north of the river.

which indicates that Oyama is ready 
for a general offensive move.

Russian correspondents specify move- 
ments and skirmishes which apparent- 
ly are unimportant Individually, but 
which are regarded by observers in 
Europe as showing that the Japan- 
ese arc advancing in a vast semi-circle 
with the intention of surrounding the" 
Russians. 


Two Columns Advance. 


Gen. Linevitch's reports seem to in- 


dicate that the left point of the semi- 
circle is near Fenghwa, ninety miles 
north of Tiellng, and the right point at 
Tingcheng, sixty miles east of Fengh- 
wa. Gen. L-lnevitch,-.who reports the 
advance of two Japanese columns ar.d 
their occupation of new positions, had, 
according to the Telegraph's Tokio cor- 
respondent, his main force at Kirin. 


The correspondent says he learns

Says Wires We're New and in Good 


Condition-Man's Clothes Damp, 
"There'is no blame to be.utiacliecl 


to anyone, so far as I can see." said 
Manager Wlllitz of.the Rock County 
Telephone Co. when questioned this 
morning regarding the terrible acci- 
dent which cost Miles Q. Barnes, fore- 
man of the telephone crew, his life 
yesterday afternoon. 
"There was no, 


faulty insulation. 
The wires were 


new, having been strung there last 
year when the Electric light people 
came under us. We were increasing 
our lead in that direction and wanted 
a larger and higher pole both to bear 
the heavier strain and get further 
away from their wires. 
This new 


pole'at the corner of Highland, avenue 
and Washington street was only a 
few 1'eut distant from the 
Electric 


light line pole where the wires bring- 
ing the 2300 voltage from the Monter- 
ey plant go through the transformer. 
Will Drafehl and Max Zimmerman on 
our pole and Barnes, on the electric 
light line pole, were engaged in the 
work of transferring the wires from 
,the old to tho new one. 


Sat Down Between Wires 


"You never can tell what may come

was a ho'- day yesterday" and the men 
working up on top the poles were 
wringing wet with perspiration. 
One 


at work on the; ground had brought a 
bucket of dr.inklng water and while 
it -was being lifted by .Zimmerman 
and 'Drafehl,. Barnes sat 
down be- 


tween two of the outer wires .on the 
cross-arm of the electric light pole. 
There are six wires on .this cross-arm, 
three on either side the pole, and the 
two inner ones carry the high vol- 
tage current—probably about 250. .He 
•was holding one of the telephone 
wires in his left hand. But this was 
clear of the others in the neighbor- 
hood and was not a contributing fac- 
tor in his death. 
It is possible that 
liis damp clothes came in contact 
with the ends of the tie-wires which 
are used to fasten the line-wires to 
the glass insulators.

these around the knobs the metal-.ofc- 
en cuts through the insulation, though 
it is not known that it had done so in 
this .case.1"

Uttered No Sound 


When the circuit was--formed and 


Barnes received .the shock 
he 
fell 


across the high voltage wires. 
His 


companions on the other pole heard 
no^ sound and had no intimation that 
anything was wrong until they saw 
him with open mouth and an expres- 
sion of terrible agony failing back- 
ward onto the 
network of 
deadly 


wires. ' It is not at air certain tha't 
the first shock was sufficient to kill, 
though it well may have been. 
The 


wires burned into the left arm and 
one of the legs as Zimmerman' ran 
to the nearest telephone and called 
upon the Electric Light Co. to shut 
off its current, it was some minutes 
before it was possible to ascend the 
electric light pole, attach a rope to 
the body, and lower it to the ground. 
At the Palmer hospital an examina- 
tion was made and it was found that 
the unfortunate man had been dead 
for some time. 


Terrible Blow to Family 


The news of the tragedy was a ter- 


rible shock to the young man's father, 
Alexander .H. Barnes, his mother who 
has been critically ill with heart di- 
sease at her home, No. 15 Linden av- 
enue, for a long time, and to his bride 
of but six weeks. 
It was but that 


short time ago that he was married 
to Lula AT. Barnes, a distant relative 
who had made her home with the fam- 
ily for some 'years. The mother was 
supposed to be on her deathbed at 
the time and the ceremony was per- 
formed earlier than had been planned 
at her request. .Afterwards she im- 
proved -considerably1 but. it is now 
feared that the terrible fate 
which 


has befallen -her son will result In 
he.r death-. 'jynies Barnes was twenty- 
two years of age. 
He would have 


been twenty-three on the 10th of Nov. 
ember. 
He was an Industrious and 


enterprising young man, a good friend, 
and the main support of the home 
now so sadly bereft. The funeral will 
be held Friday afternoon.

Heavy Rains and Low Temperatures 


Tend to Check the Growth of Corn, 


the Condition of'Which Is None Too 
Promising. 


Washington, June 1-1.—The weather 


bureau's weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions i.s as follows: 


"The lake region and a part of. the 


upper Mississippi valley have suffered 
from heavy rair.s, while the southern 
status and the southern portion of the 
central valleys are beginning to ex- 
perience the effects of drouth. .As a 
\vhole. however, the weather was fa- 
vorable for the cultivation of crops. 
There was ample warmth throughout 
the central and .southern portions of 
the country, but insufficient heat in the 
extreme northern districts and espe- 
cially in New England, Minnesota and 
the Dakotas. 
Throughout the Rocky 


mountain and Pacific coast districts 
the weather was generally favorable. 


Too Wet for Corn. 


"In tho lake region and upper Ohio 


valley tlie condition of corn is not 
promising, owing largely to unfavor- 
able effects of low temperature and 
excessive moisture, but in the states 
ol' the lower'Ohio, upper Mississippi 
and Missouri valleys the crop has 
made 'good progress and, as a rule, has 
shown decided improvement. 
In por- 


tions of the central and west gulf 
slates corn would 
be. benefited by 


rains. 
In the middle Atlantic states 


cutworms are proving destructive. 


"Winter wheat harvest has begun as 


far north as the central portions of 
Kansas and Missouri and .southern Illi- 
nois, and is in full progress in tho 
more southerly sections, where the 
yields are generally disappointing. In 
the more northerly portions of the 
principal winter wheat states the crop 
has generally done well, although com- 
plaints of rust and insects continue in 
some sections 
and heavy rains In 


Michigan and Wisconsin have caused 
lodging, . On the Pacific coast the out- 
look continues promising, exceptional- 
ly so in Washington, . 


Spring Wheat Condition. 


"A general improvement In tho con- 


dition of .spring wheat in Minnesota 
and the Dakotas is indicated, although 
In the two last named states some 
fields .continue thin and weedy. Spring 
wheat is also doing well on tho north 
Pacific coast, the outlook in Washing- 
ton being the best in years. 


"Oats have 
suffered 
from 
heavy 


rains in the upper lake, region and 
from lack of moisture in southern 1111- 
n'ois; elsewhere the reports respecting 
this crop are generally favorable. Har- 
vest is general in the southern states, 
with disappointing yields In Texas and 
Oklahoma. 
- 
, 


"The weather conditions throughout 


nearly the whole of the cotton belt 
have been favorable for the cultivation 
of cotton, although a considerable part 
ol' tho crop continues grassy. A gen- 
eral although not decided improve- 
ment In the condition of cotton in the 
centra] and western district is Indi- 
cated, but in the Carolines and Ten- 
nessee cotton has made slow progress, 
and in the first mentioned states the 
plants are small and 
of unhealthy 


color. In portions of central and east- 
e'rn districts of the cotton belt light 
rains-would be beneficial. 


Texas Cotton Promises Well. 


In the northern and central counties 


of Texas prospects are improved, al- 
though 
still poor in localities. 
In 


southern Texas the crop is in good 
condition and an improvement in lo- 
calities is reported. 
Boll weavils are 


active over increased area. 


In Maryland, Virginia and Kentucky 


.the transplanting of tobacco is nearly 
finished, but in New England, New 
York and Wisconsin this work has 
been retarded. 


In the lake region and New England 


the apple outlook is more or less 
promising, butjn the central valleys is 
not favorable, except In some 
sec- 


tions."
